‘birth of Christ many generations o 
God's chosen people ' 


And how was the Saviotr’s Sealke 
demonstrated and announced? 
Through poor shepherds who first 
saw the Star of Bethlehem and 
followed it to the lowly birthplace of 
our Lord. No.wonder the Ghosen 
People did not-- believe tnat the 
Saviour had come. 

In the long years they had built 
upon their imaginations until to 
them the coming of the Messiah 
meant nothing less than the trium- 
phant arrival of a great Prince in 
supernatural splendor. Even at that 
ancient time the worldliness was like 
it is today. Poverty and peaceful- 
ness were despised. Goodness was 
confused with riches and power. 
Without the la‘ter, the most common 
marks of earthly success, goodness, 
godliness, were not considered like- 
ly or possible. 

But God insisted on elevating pov- 
erty and ‘peacefulness through the 
coming of His Ambassador, His 
Divine Son: The manner of birth 
and the chosen Mother and foster, 
father were of the poorest. And the 
great message delivered on the oc- 
casion by an archangel was two-fold. 
First, it referred to God, and second- 
ly it referred to Man. 

To this day the message given us 


by God at the coming of Christ is 
the first thought that comes at 
Chistmas time. No doubt Divine 


Providence wanted the message to 
come to us in the most essential 
phraseology. The words reminding 
us of God ‘were to convey to us what 
should be our first or foremost 
thought and feeling of and towards 
God: ‘‘Glory to God in the Highest.” 
And the words addressed to Man re- 
mind us that virtue and condition 
should be ours first of all—both to 
merit Heavenly blessings and sec- 
ondly to be a true Christian on earth 
towards our fellowmen: ‘‘And peace 
on earth to all men of good-will.” 
Good-will, then, is the mark of the 
true Christian. 

Peace is conditional upon good- 
will. Not by an accidental utter- 
ance of a prophet or of a prince of 
carthly_ power is peace promised to 
men of good-will, but by God Him- 
self. Hence it follows'that to men 
of ill-will peace is impossible. 

With good-will we can acknow- 
ledge our duty toward God and Man.

It 
Was many years after his life on 
earth, however, before December 
25th was fixed as the date for cele- 
bration of his birthday, and from 
that time on Christians united in 
accepting the day as sacred to his 
birth and to his service—the Christ- 
mass. 


Forerunner of Carols 


Going back before the Christian 
era students of the festival have 
found ‘traces that most of the . na- 
tions of ancient time recognized the 
period of that which we know as 


}| the winter solstice as a season of. re- 


joicing. The return march of the 
sun up into the heavens, and the 
season’s turn from short days and 
long nights to days of lengthening 


‘|light ‘and warmth impelled a nat- 


ural demonstration of pieasure that 
it was so. The Roman Saturnalia, 
which fell at such a period, Was such 
a festivity of rejoicing, marked by 
privileges and hailed as exempt 
ills, with the ‘spirit of mirth 


: * The ogre of-this 
time to the sun were forerunners 
of our Christmas e¢ayols. Presents 
were passed from friend to friend. 
Gifts were made to the poor, quar- 
relg forgotteri and feuds ended. 


In the northern countries of an- 
cient Europe the God Thor was the 
object of similar celebration at the 
same season, the song, dance and 
feast universal and mingled with 


the savage religious rites. Some 
auiiorities find the origin of the 
word ‘‘Yule’ in the name of this 
celebration—‘‘Yule,’. “Jute,” ‘“‘Iul,”

The weve Kris’ mas is held to be 
“Christ's mass,” however, ‘and ¢he 
word Noel is from the French word 
“nouvelles” meaning tidings. Druids, 
Romans, Saxons, Jews, Anglo-Sax- 
ons have all kept such a festival, 
marked in the days of the Romans 
by temporary equality of slaves and 
magters, of the Druids by the use of 
evergreens’ and the mistletoe in 
temple rites, by the Jews with a 
dedication of thetr temples, and in 
the days of the Anglo-Saxons by the 
olaborate customs which have long 
endured and which marked the Mid- 
dle Ages. 


Then the great halls of the nobil- 
ity offered hospitality and cntertain- 
ment of the poor. Then were the 
splendid pageants and banquets such 
as those King Arthur's court knew 
well, with minstrels and gleemen, 
harpers and jugglers, pipers and 
dancers, log fires immense and of 
long duration within; hunting, 
wrestling and jousts without. In- 
temperance was prevalent. and the 
ale and mead flowed widely, while 
there wag the lighting of the Ghrist- 
mas log, the bringing in. of the 
boar’s head, and the games—dice, 
chess, and backgammon.

It was during the‘reign of Queen 
Victoria and her marriage to a Ger- 
man prince that the czstom of the 
Christmas tree was brought into 
England, and German emigrants 
brought it to North America. 

Carols had their beginning back 
to a few centuries after the binth of 
Christ when bishops sang them in 
the churches to their clergy. Not 
until the 16th century did they take 
the finish and form in which we hear 
them sung. They then became festal 
chants, introduced vy the Norman 
French into England, but repudiated 
by the Puritans along with Christ- 
mas. The ballad form appeared 
about this time, and it was then 
that the ‘‘waits’’ made their rounds 
of the homes before dawn on Christ- 
mas morning s{nging in payment 
for coins. The word carol comes 
from the Latin cantare (to sing) and 
rola (the interjection of joy).

, “The securing of markets abroad for the products of Canada, whether 
those products be in ‘the form of foodstuffs, raw materials, semi-manufac-

‘individuully and collectively.. It is safe to say that the Government of 
Canada, quite apart from the fact whether it be, for the time being, admin- 
“istered under Liberal or Conservative auspices, is sincerely anxious to 
@evelop existing markets and to secure an entry into new ones 


The-task is a difficult one at all times, and particularly so just now in, 


‘view of existing world economic conditions. Yet because of those very condi- 
tions it is ali the more imperative that the maximum effort be put forth. 


Canada Ts a young country, with, considering its vast extent of terri- 
tory and variety of resources, a comparatively small population, As a re- 
sult, in almost every line of activity and industry, this Dominion is not only 
capable of producing, but is actually producing, an enormous surplus over 
and above what our own people require or can purchase and consume. The 
domestic market alone cannot, therefore, keep the people of Canada busy 
and make them and their country prosperous. Canada must have foreign 
markets in which to sell, and those markets must be continuously developed 
in order that the steadily expanding production of the Dominion may be 


profitably sold 
This situation for Canada is no new thing and has been engaging the 
attention of Governments at Ottawa for many years. It wil be of interest 


to people generally to know how energetically and effectively the work of 
securing and developing markets for Canada in other lands all over the 
world is being prosecuted, through the offices of trade commissioners. 

These Canadian trade commissioners abroad are credited with being 
laegg@gf@eeponsible for the phenomenal development of the Dominion’s 
foreign trade within the past decade 

During last year the field staff obtained millions of dollars’ worth of new 
business, arranged for 604 new agencies and submitted 4,245 reports to 
Canadian firms—all without charge to the exporters concerned 

Canadian trade offices are in strategic centres throughout the world. At 


present there are thirty-two posts, each administered by a Trade Commis- 
sioner, and in addition there are fifteen assistants, while eight juniors are in 
training in Ottawa for future work abroad. All but three of the fifty-odd 
Trade Commissioners, assistants and juniors are graduates of Canadian 
universities, and the Trade Commissioner service is regarded as offering 
splendid opportunities for young Canadians with university training in arts, 
commerce, science and economics. The Trade are sent 
abtoad for a period of from two to four years, depending upon the climate 
in which the post is situated. They then return to Canada for an extensive 
tour of the Dominion. During this furlough they visit the principal cities of 
the Dominion, interviewing Canadian exporters and any one else who may 
desire first-hand information on the territory covered by the Trade Commis- 
sioner. In this way they maintain personal touch with Canadian business 
men and keep thoroughly familiar with their country’s industrial progress. 
While the work of Trade Commissioners is primarily concerned 
with the development of Canadian export trade, they may be called upon at 
times to do work that is done for other countries by Ambassadors, Consuls 
and Commercial Attaches.

Scientists Make New Discovery 


Believe Alaskan Plant Is Pioneer Of 
All Vegetable Life 

The “liverwort,” a small delicate 

plant found growing in Alaskan lava 


beds, has been advanced by science | 


as the possible pioneer of all veget- 
able life. 

Striving to solve the riddle of the 
start of vegetation on the earth's 
crust in the dim past, an expedition 
of the National Geographic Society 
explored the lava wastes of the Alas- 
kan Peninsula last summer and found 
the liverworts were thriving where 
no other plant life could survive. 

The preliminary report of the ex- 
pedition, headed by Dr. Robert F. 
criggs, botanist, says the lava areas, 
created 18 years ago during the first 
eruption of Katmi volcano, were bar- 


ren of soil, and there was no appar- | 


ent trace of nitrogen, necessary for 


/plant growth. 


Where the liverworts have been es- 
tablished long enough to decay and 


form beginnings of soil, however, 
other plants were starting, said 
Griggs.

To those who come after are 
they even names? I doubt it. 

“The Imperial War Museum in 
London, England, does indeed offer a 
stinted reconstruction of the war 
years. But the men who peer through 
the glass cases at the clay models of 
|trench systems; who stand motion- 
lless before *the shining barrels — of 
huge German howitzers, are the men 
to whom’ these things were their daily 
life—and death. Their children may 
|chatter and question them, but they 
| cannot tell them. 

To the children the place is a lit- 
tle duller than the National History 
and not nearly so exciting as the 
Science Museum down the road.

Production Of Refined Copper, Greater 
Than Domestic Demand 

The proposal in Washington that a 
duty be levied on refined copper 
brings out the fact that Canada 
shortly will be producing more of this 
product than she requires for her own 
use. For many years the Dominion 
brought practically all its refined 
copper from United States. One of 
|the complaints often made was that, 
blister copper from Canadian mines 


refined and returned in a much 
more expensive state fpr use here. 
With the new plant at Copper Cliff 
which, opened last July and the ,one 
erected by the Noranda and other in- 
terests in Quebec, the Dominion will 
be a considerable exporter of refined 
copper if these plants, as well as the 
one at Trail, B.C., all operate at 
capacity.

A belief that Leonid Ramsin, Rus- 
sian engineer, whose death sentence

The confession Ramsin made ac- 
cusing himself of sabotage and of 
plotting the overthrow of the Soviet 
Government, as well and the other 
proceedings at the trial of the eight 
engineers, was termed the “most 
naive piece of propaganda I ever en- 
countered,” by Brooks. He further 
declared the confession was ar- 
ranged by the Ogpu, Soviet secret
